Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Fort  Wayne  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers 
subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Milk  Order  during  November  1957 j will  receive  a minimum 
uniform  price  of  $U.h2  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5^.  A butterfat  dif- 
ferential of  6.0  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5^  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimiun  price  is  sub- 
ject to  a U cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  haul- 
ing charges  and  the  3 percent  transportation  tax.  The  computation  of  the  minimum 
blend  price  is  shown  on  page  U and  the  class  prices  on  page  3« 

The  $i|.U2  price  for  November  1957  is  29  cents  below  the  November 
price  of  a year  ago.  It  is  U cents  above  the  October  1957  price. 


PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  6,981,767  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  market  during  November  1957,  of  which  5,552,215  pounds  or  79.5^  was  utili- 
zed in  Class  I,  Production  was  down  9.7^  from  October  1957  and  down  0.h%  from  a 
year  ago  in  November.  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  practically  the 
same  as  last  month  and  November  1956. 

There  were  865  producers  on  the  market  for  November  1957  which  is 
U less  than  October  1957,  but  the  same  number  as  in  November  a year  ago.  Average 
production  per  farm  per  day  was  269  pounds  for  November  1957.  Daily  farm  pro- 
duction for  October  1957  and  November  1956  were  287  poiinds  and  270  pounds,  respec- 
tively. Other  comparable  market  statistics  will  be  found  on  pages  2 and  3. 


DECEl'ffiER  1957,  SUPPLY  DEMD  ADJUSTMENT  - Zero 

The  supply  demand  adjustment  for  December  1957  will  be  zero,  mak- 
ing a total  difference  between  the  December  Class  II  and  Class  I prices  of  $1.60.
